Convention Hall, Kansas City, Mo., 
November 2.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The national convention of 
the American Legion adjourned here 
tonight after electing Hanford Mac- 
Nider, of Mason City, Iowa, national 
commander, selecting other officers 
and adopting resolutions covering a 
wide range of subjects. The con- 
vention had been in session with- 
out a recess since early this morn- 
ing. 

The election of Mr. MacNider to 
succeed John G. Emery, of Grand 
tapids, Mich., was made unanimous 
after more than half of the state 
delegations had seconded his nom- 
ination, and three other candidates 
nominated, Roy Hoffman, of Okla- 
homa City; Earl M. Cline, of Ne- 
braska City, Neb., and John F. Wil- 
liams, of Joplin, Mo., had withdrawn 
in his favor. 

The vice commanders’ chosen 
were: George L. Berry, of Rogers- 
ville, Tenn.; H, Nelson Jackson, of 
Burlington, Vt., and Charles Ken- 
drick, of San Francisco, represent- 
ing the army and Raymond Bracket, 
of Marblehead, Mass., and J. A.. Mc- 
Cormick, of Fort Lyon, Colo., for 
the navy. 

The Rev. Earl Blackman, of Cha- 
nute, Kan., a minister of the Chris- 
tian church, Disciples of Christ, was 
elected national chaplain. 

Cheer New Commander. 


The new commander was brought | 


to the platform amid cheers and a 
big Iowa standard was raised over 
his head. He thanked the delegates 
for the honor and declared he real- 
ized his responsibility as chief of 
the legion. 

Mr. MacNider impressed upon the 
legionnaires that trength of 
the legion rested wp the loca) 
posts and not at natfona} headquar- 
ters. 

He etated that his program would 
be headed by efforts to do every- 
thing possible for the disabled ex- 
soldiers.

Before his departure from France 
he served with the second division 
headquarters, 

Since his return to civilian life 
he has bcen prominent in legion 
work ip chis state, having acted as 
department commander. 

Fight Fails to Come, 


A fight for the removal of the 
national legion headquarters from 
Indianapolis to Kansas City, which 
the Missouri delegation promised in 
preconvention campaigning to bring 
on the floor, did not develop. The 
election of officers concluded an 
all-day session marked by debate 
and wrangling over certain sections 
of the resolutions committee report. 
Particularly heated was the discus- 
sion of a resolution criticising se- 
verely tite speech delivered by 
George Harvey, American ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, before the Pil- 
crims’ club in London, upon his ar- 
rival in England to assume mis du- 
ties as ambassador, and jin. which 
Mr. Harvey discussed the reasons 
why the United States entered the 
war. The original resolution was 
thrown out of the report on a roll 
call vote and later a substitute was 
adopted. Thé substitute was writ- 
ten in less sharp terms and express- 
ed the belief that the ambassador's 
remarks did not represent the true 
feeling for which the American Le- 
gion stands. It directed that a copy 
of the resolution be sent to Presi- 
dent Harding.

After a three-day session the state 
railroad commission Wednesda. 
took under advisement the Atlanta 
gas rate revision case following the 
delivery of final] arguments in the 
case by Luther Z. Rosser and J. J. 
Spalding, representing the Georgia 
tailway and Power company, and 
City Attorney James L. Mayson and 
Dr. L. N. Huff, representing, accord- 
ing to their statements, Mayor Key 
and a group of consumers respec- 
tively. The commission heard the 
final oral arguments and then grant- 
ed the representatives of both sides 
in the case fifteen days in which to 
file written briefs. 

Appeals for the consideration of a 
fair valuation instead of a minimum 
Valuation were made by Attorney 
Rosser. Attorney Spalding asked 
the commission for a fair, detailed 
appraisal at this time in the inter- 
est of the public. welfare as well 
as for other interests. City Attor- 
ney Mayson discussed, almost whol- 
ly, the legal phase of the gas rate 
situation while Dr. Huff in his chief 
contention declared that Atlanta 
should enjoy the same low gas rates 
as are found in other cities, a list 
of which he presented to the com- 
mission. } 

Dr. Haff Rebuked. 

The Wednesday session was enliv- | 
ened by the administration of a re- 
buke to Dr. Huff by Chairman Can- 
dler, of the commission, for submit- 
ting.in evidence a letter from the 
mayor of St, Joseph, Mo., containing 
a bitter attack on the public service 
commission of Missouri. 

“The letter is libelous and attacks. 
the members of a commission ina 
Sister state and it will be expunged 
from the records in this’ case,” 
Chairman Candler said. 

Dr. Huff told the chairman that 
he did not know the letter was in 
the stack of letters he had collected 
and had read to the commission. 

“Well, you ought not to have read 
it,” Mr. Candler said. 

Attorney Rosser made the final 
argument for the compa} in the 
case in which the railroad commis- 
sion cited the company to show why 
its present gas rate of $1.65 a thou- 
sand cubic feet charged in Atlanta 
and suburbs should not be revised. 

Mr. Rosser cited many supreme 
court decisions touching on the use 
of the reproduction method in fixing 
rates. He contended that the com- 
mission should not use the minimum 
valué of the gas properties in fixing 
rates but should use a fair and rea- 
sonable valuation, 


Examined by Expert. 


In his speech, Mr. Rosser pointed 
out that the properties of the com- 
pany had been examined and ap- 
praised by several of the foremost 
engineers in the country, one of 
them being Dr. H. E. Riggs, employ- 
ed by the commission itself, He said 
all of these engineers, including en- 
gineers representing banking houses 
considering making loans on _ the 
property, had virtually agreed as to 
what is a fair valuation. He 6aid 
all these engineers agreed that a 
fair valuation is much larger ‘than 
the minimum valuation that has 
been considered by the commission 
in fixing its rates heretofore. 

Mr. Rosser said there ought to be 
an inventory and appraisal of the 
gas property. He said the only 
thing approaching this that the com- 
mission can consider are the esti- 
mates prepared by the engineers

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE RAW FOOD QUESTION, 

There are sound reasons for and 
against eating raw foods. The late 
Professor Metchnikoff strongly con- 
demned the practice of eating raw 
milk or raw milk soured or fre- 
mented. He insisted that the “lac- 
tic microbes certainly prevent the 
multiplication of -other microbes, 
as, for instance, those of putrefac- 
tion, but are incapable of destroy- 
ing them.” Laymen who purchase 
preparations purporting to be of 
Metchnikoff’s invention should par- 
ticularly note that the great sci- 
entist himself did not believe that 
lactic bacilli (Bulgarian cultures) 
destroyed the bacteria that cause 
intestinal putrefaction. Metchnikoff 
insisted that milk to be fermented 
with lactic cultures be first skim- 
med and then boiled five minutes. 
Metchnikoff taught that “pasteur- 
izing milk at a temperature of 
about 140 degrees Fahr. is not suf- 
ficient to get rid entirely of the 
bacilli of tuberculosis we 
have therefore to fall back on a 
middle course, and be content with 
boiling the milk for several min- 
utes.” As most dairy cattle in 
this country have tuberculosis, this 
teaching of a famous bacteriologist 
is worthy of respect. But there 
are other things in milk than tu- 
bercle bacilli and suchlike contam- 
inations. There are vitamins, for 
instance (much as I hate to drag 
in a hackneyed and overworked 
subject). If one can have the as- 
Surance of tuberculin tests for the 
herd from which the milk comes; 
or if the milk is certified milk— 
the very finest that can be had— 
then by all means drink raw milk 
and feed it raw to infants and chil- 
dren. If such assurances are lack- 
ing, then pasteurization as a com- 
promise with filth is. the consum- 
er’s Hobson’s choice, for we pas- 
teurize milk only when wé do not 
believe it is a pure article. The 
20 minutes or more of moderate 
heating in the process of pasteur- 
ization has been found to destroy 
vitamins in the milk, yet in this 
country pasteurization is generally 
relied upon to destroy all disease 
germs that may be present in milk, 
although so great an authority as 
Metchnikoff asserted that this par- 
boiling does not necessarily destroy 
Such dangerous germs as tubercle 
bacilli. , 

Since many epidemics of septic 
sore throat, typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, and diphtheria, have been 
tracéd to milk polluted’ by getms 
from the cow or germs contributed 
by those handling the milk on the 
way to the consumer, I should pre- 
fer to rely upon even five minutes 
of boiling temperature for milk 
not certified, and resort to fruit 
juices to furnish the vitamins nec- 
essary for the growing child. We 
must resume this subject at an- 


other session.

WAGE CUT MUST 
COME, SAYS DILLON 


Despite the apparent settlement of 
the railroad strike, the executives 
of the roads are unchanged in their 
attitude that reductions in wages 
must come before there can be any 
reduction in freight or passenger 
rates, according to Charles Dillon, 
representing the Association of Rail- 
way Executives, and their 204 dif- 
ferent roads. Mr. Dillon was in 
Atlanta Wednesday asa part ofa 
tour which began in Bangor, Maine, 
last August, and has taken him into 
practically every state of the union. 

In addition to the fact that fur- 
ther wage reductions must come to 
make rate decreases possible, Mr. 
Dillon declared that return of the 
roads to the government was almost 
inevitable if the interstate cOm- 
merce commission ordered rate re- 
ductions and the railway labor 
board refused to lower wages. That 
means bankruptcy for the roads, he 
said, and government Operation as 
a consequence. He also said that 
lower rates, for both feright and 
passengers, should come, but that 
they could not come without the 
wage reductions. 

“The situation still badly 
mixed up.” he said. “The railroads 
of the country were never in such 
bad condition as they are now, due 
entirely to a lack of maintenance 
and the few good returns shown by 
figures have been made at the ex- 
pense of cars and rails.” 

Mr. Dillon said the railways were 


is 


unalterably opposed to- government | 


control of railroads in any form. 
The railway labor was for govern- 
ment control for the sole and selfish 
purpose, he said, of demanding and 
obtaining wages higher than their 
class of work and its value to the 
railways deserves, he said, adding 
that railways are now inflicted with 
the contracts the government made 
for materials -at war prices, and 
these materials are only now being 
delivered and the railways are pay- 
the enormous bills. He declared that 
materials have advanced over 
67 percent since 1917; taxes have ad- 
vanced 90 per cent over those of 
1916—when the government took 
Over the roads the annual tax bill 
was $145,500,000. When the railways 
got their property back the tax bill 
summed up  $278,000,000, in his 
opinion. 
Wages Soared in War. 


“In 1916 the railways were mak- 


{ing 6 per cent on their investment,” 


he said. “The labor bill was $1,468,- 
000,000 at that time. ‘Then came the 


war and the first patrjfotic move of | 


the railway employegs was to de- 
mand a raise in Fes. The Adam- 
son bill was pas&Sed, and in 1919 the 
rovernment added one billion to the 
labor bill; in 1920, when the rail- 
roads were turned back, it had add- 
ed two billions more—an exact total 


of. $3,698,468,000." 
The railroads, admitted Mr. Dil- 


lon, have increased their revenues 
a little more than 60 per cent since 
1916. The passenger rates have in- 
creased 50 per cent and the freight 
rates 74 per cent. But agaltnst that, 
Mr. Dillon pointed out, is an in- 
crease of 110 per cent in expenses. 

“Labor increased 124 per cent,” he 
said, “by the hour; fuel increased 
144 per cent, taxes went up 90 per 
cent, materials increased 67 per cent 
and the return on the investment 
has fallen from 6 per cent in 1916 
to a trifle more than 1 per cent in 
1920. There has been an appreciable 
increase up to June 30, 1921, except 
in the western district, where it 
amounted to 2 per cent. Of interest 
here is the fact that the southern 
district, embraNpg all states of the 
south, retur in the first part of 
1921 0.9 of 1 per cent.” 

“The dollar distributed by the 
railroads. is distributed in 1921 in 
the following manner: 59 0.9 cents 
goes to jJabor, 11 cents goes to fuel, 
cod] and oil; a little more than 17 
cents goes to maintenance mate- 
rials; 4 1-2 cents go to taxes, while 
but 1 per cent go to the stock- 


holders. 
Returns Show Decrease. 


“Under government contro] of the 
railroads the people will merely 
place on their already overburdened 
shoulders a greater tax just to pay 
the salaries of the railroad employes. 
In 1916 the railroads paid out $30,- 
958,221 for loss and damage. Under 
government control these claims 
jumped in 1917 to $44,000,000. In 
1918 it was more than $65,000,0000. 


1In.1919 it was over $116,000,000, and 


the figures for 1920 are $122,022,696. 
A staggering amount due entirely 
to the lack of morale under govern- 
ment control; Jf these figures are 
not enough take the claims paid out 
for the injuries to persons. In 1916 
the railroads paid $29,485,700, In 
1920 the payment totaled $50,686,684. 

“As a business proposition I will 
quote one last set of figures,” said 
Mr. Dillon. “In 1916 the return on 
investment of the railways of the 
United States totaled $1,040,084,517. 
In 1920 the return on railway in-

Washington, November 2.—An 
amendment to the interstate com- 
merce act, requiring railroads to 
continue in operation one year after 
permission for their abandonment 
has been given by the interstate 
commerce commission, was introduc- 
ed in the senate today by Senator 
Harris, democrat, of Georgia. The 
present law permits the “junking”’ 
of a road immediately upon action 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

Mr, Harris said in announcing 
preparation of the amendment, that 
several hundred miles of short line 
railroad in Georgia were being aban- 
doned or were in danger of being 
“junked” and that he thought ab- 
norma] business and economic con- 
ditions demanded that a reasonable 
time be alloweli before actual aban- 
donment of any road is begun. The

Decisions in recent bouts show the 
commission has considerable cause 
to pass a new rule. 


Somewhat Confusing. 
Aesop’s fable of the man who 


blew hot and cold with the same 
breath—hot to warm his fingers 
and cold to cool his soup—has been 
outdone in New Jersey. Certain 
legal discussion is still going on in 
New Jersey regarding the possibii- 
ity of bringing charges against 91,- 
000 spectators, Tex Rickard and the 
boxers and everyone in general in- 
terested in the Carpentier-Dempsey 
match of last July, on the ground 
that the affair wasn’t purely a box- 
ing exhibition, but a fight. 

At the same time the boxing com- 
missioners are holding up Johnny 
Wilson’s $35,000, due him from Rick- 
ard under contract rof the match 
with Bryan Downey on the ground 
that Wilson “didn’t do his best.’

The commissioners say they don’t, 


know exactly what legal right they 
have to deprive Wilson of the coin, 
and they are willing to have it 
thrashed out in the courts. 

“Didn't try,” or “didn’t do is 
best,” in this connection means only 
one thing. It be taken as an 
intimation that Wilson was expect- 
ed to make every possible effort to 
knock Downey out—and he was con- 
tent to box twelve rounds and take 
no serious risk of being Knocked 
out himself, 

Of course Wilson tried to box his 
best. He’d have to use all his skill 
to play it safe. He hasn’t much 
skill at that, but what he had he 
used, But he didn’t try to knock 
out Downey—so his money awaits 
the court decision. If the court de- 
cides that Wilson isn’t entitled to 
the money. named in his contract 
with Rickard, simply because he 
didn’t “do his best” to flatten Mr. 
Downey for a row of counts totz 
ing ten, that’ll end the discussion 
about the Carpentier - Dempsey 
match. For there isn't the slightest 
doubt in the world that Mr. Georges 
did his best. He tried. He shot 
every bolt in his belt, and so did 
Dempsey. 


They both tried, and the public 
and the boxing commission must 


have approved of their effort for 
they got their money. 

A little common’ sense might be 
used in defining a “fight.” “Fight” 
is a neat, short word, handy to use 
in writing about a boxing contest. 
But a boxing contest in which two 
men use their skill and strength in 
an effort to Win by landing a knock- 
out isn’t necessarily a fight. A 
“fight” is the physica] expression of 
ill-feeling. It cannot be a friendly 
contest. A boxing contest in which 
both men try for a knockout can be 
perfectly friendly, as it was in the 
Dempsey-Carpentier case. 

Dempsey and Carpentier were 
close friends from the moment they 
first met. each with a high regard 
for the other. When the match was 
made Dempsey said: 

“George, I’m going over to France 
in a year or so and I want to visit 
you.” 

Sair Carpentier with a smile: 

“Yes, you must come and stay 
with me at my home in the country.”

That day has gone by, as anyone 
can see by watching the actions of 
every little fighter in the prelimi- 
naries. Almost invariably the hard- 
est contest ends with both men 
smiling and shaking hands, or slap- 
ping each other on Me back, the 
moment it is over. 

The spetcators have become edu- 
cated to the spirit of fair competi- 
tion, too, and the applause follow- 
ing a good, hard, friendly bout 
shows ft. Often you hear a specta- 
tor say: 

“There they were trying to knock 
each other’s heads off a minute ago, 
and now they’re the best of friends 
—can you beat it?” 


Go Slow. 

Willard having been sent a sign- 
ed contract by Rickard, which his 
manager, Archer, has accepted, I 
suppose Willard and Dempsey will 
oblige again about next July. 

There have been rumors from 
Kansas that Willard is in training 
that may put him into shape to meet 
the man who whipped him in a cou- 
ple of minutes at Toledo—for Wil- 
lard was whipped in that time, al- 
though he lasted a little longer. 

No mdMer what Willard’s condi- 
tion is, Rickard will be wise if he 
insists that Willard must make 
good in the ring before he meets 
Dempsey. It may not jump with 
Willard’s pride to fight anyone but 
the champion, but that’s the only 
way he can show the public wheth- 
er he’s a match for Dempsey or not.

As far as I can see, Tom and the

Leeenl Wire.)—Con- 
struction and maintenance of thou- 
sands of miles of hard-surfaced 
roads through the forest reserves 
of the country are provided in a 
bill introduced in the house today 
by Representative Woodruff, Michi- 
gan. It is of peculiar interest to 
Georgia in view of the large reser- 
vations in that state, and particu- 
larly in view of the present wide- 
spread movement for the establish- 
ment of a national park in the gov- 

ernment reserves. 

A comprehensive program, extend- 
ing through the fiscal year 1927, 
is outlined in the Woodruff bill, 
which places the expenditure of $10,- 
000,000-a year forest trails and 
raods under the control of the sec- 
retary of agriculture. 

“The extension of roads through 
our forests would not only open 
vast new resources, but would 
greatly aid in fire protection,” said 
Mr. Woodruff today. “There are in 
the forest réserves six hundred bil- 
linos of feet of ripe and overripe 
timber, which can't be harvested, 
owing to lack of roads. 

“This timber had a market yval- 
ue of nearly eleven billions of dol- 
lars, based on an estimate of $18 | 
a thousand feet. The annual growth 
is estimated by the forest serviee 
at six billion feet, or a market val- 
uation of $108,000,000. This tim- 
ber could be marketed yearly at 
a cost of $12 a thousand, leaving

Indianapolis, Ind. November 2. 
Delay in the spread of the “protest” 
strike of soft coal miners, started 
today by walkouts of 25,000 union
